INSTRUCTIONS TO TEACHERS 

Classes 278, 279 and 281 are open to all schools; Class 280 
is for Rural Schools only 

Teachers in entering exhibits for individuals will give names of in¬ 
dividuals exhibiting, his or her grade, age, and school which they attend. 

In entering exhibits which are made up from the whole school in a rural 
school, or from any room in a city school, the same will be entered in the 
name of the school or room. 

If practicable, it will be better for the several exhibits from any rural 
school, or from any room in a -city school, to be sent in together. 

Care should be taken to label distinctly each article with name of 
exhibitor and class and section in which it is competing. 

All exhibits must be accompanied by the teacher’s certificate to the 
effect that the work done is that of the pupil, and that no alterations have 
been made by the teacher or anyone else. Certificate to be attached in lower 
right hand corner of mounting board. 

In all entries in drawing the following regulations shall apply: 

(1) Except when making charts, diagrams, or geometric drawings, all 

drawings must be freehand in all grades. 

(2) No form of hectographing or tracing will be accepted and as far 

as possible drawing should be original. 

All entries must ibe made to J. E. ftettie, Secretary of the Provincial 
Exhibition, Brandon, and must bear the postmark of the Brandon Post 
Office of June 19th or earlier. 

All entries must be listed upon entry forms which will be supplied from 
this office. If you have) more entries than can be listed on one form, kindly 
list the other articles, giving class and section in which each is to 'be ex¬ 
hibited and attach this sheet to the first form. 

Entries must reach the Exhibition Office not later than June 19th. 
Exhibits should be delivered or sent prepaid to reach the Exhibition Office 
r.ot later than Saturday, June 29th. 


All collections of drawings must be mounted, one collection to a board. 
It is suggested that heavy cardboard, beavenboard or light material 24 inches 
by 36 inches makes a suitable mounting. 

If any teacher is preparing an exhibit for the first time and is not sure 
how to proceed, they should enquire in plenty of time and will be furnished 
complete information. 

NOTE: MOUNTING OF EXHIBITS WILL BE TAKEN INTO AC¬ 
COUNT.
